POLICE PROMPT IN RESCUE. 


By the collapse of a section of seats in the 
tent of the Edward F. Davis Show and 
Menagerie, at Ninety-fifth street and Erie 
avenue, in South Chicago, last night, a good- 
natured crowd of circus-goers. was trans- 
formed into a struggling, frantic mass of 
people, whd trampled women and children 
under foot in their headlong rush to extri- 
cate themselves from the network of fallen 
seats and timbers. Only the prompt work 
of Lieutenant Mellaniphy and a detachment 
of the South Chicago poliee prevented the 
more serious injury of those who. had fallen 
The Injured.

Stands Go Down with a Crash. 

Nine hundred men, women, and children 

were in the tent, watching the antics of the 
trained dogs, when the accident occurred, 
shortly after 9 o'clock. Of these 300 were 
seated on the reserved section, the one which 
collapsed. With only a premonitory groan 
the tiers of seats went down with a crash, 
followed by the screams of the terrified, 
struggling women and children and .the 
shouts of men. 
To the spectators on the otheF seats it 
seemed im that any should have 
escaped serious or fatal injury in the wreck, 
and while the women and children shrieked 
and cried men sprang to the rescue of the 
victims imprisoned in the débris of the sec- 
tion. 

The collapse caused a stampede among 
the uninjured spectators that was almost a 
panic. Women and children were trampled 
under foot or bruised in the crush, and the 
police had difficulty in forcing the struggling 
crowd back so as to leave the work of rescue 
unimpeded.

Concerning his candidacy Admiral Dewey 
said:

ination is just the same as it was three 
months one. If the people want me, and 
say so, I am ready to accept. If they de 
not want me—well, I have a pretty good 
“ It is not at all likely that I shall be nom- 
inated by the Kansas City convention, but 
I cannot see that it is a disgrace for a man to 
aspire to the Presidency of the United 
States, or for a man to accept the offer from 
the people of that position if the offer should 
be made. 
I. of course, would not seek the nomina- 
tion. But when I spoke first on this subject 
I did not say hat I did without careful 
thought-it was not impulse of the moment. 


“The idea did not originate with me or 


with the reporter who interviewed me. Men 
high up in the synagogue had come to me 
and urged me to permit the use of my name 
in this connection, and there was far more 
back of that movement than is known. 

The politicians and many papers jumped 
upon me—called me a fool for saying that 
I would accept the Presidential nomination 
if the American people thought I was the 
man to make the race. When a little boy 
I was taught by all I read that any Amer- 
ican boy could aspire to the Presidency, and 
I have always thought that that was one of 
the grandest things in our system.“ 

“ If you should be nominated by the Kan- 


sas City convention,” was asked, what kind 


of a platform would you wish to run on?” 

“If I should be nominated, which is not 
at all likely,” was the answer, and I should 
accept the nomination I should have to abide 
by the platform made by the representatives 
of the party. Presidents do not make piat- 
forms. Platforms are made for Presidents.” 

“If the Kansas City convention adopts a 
declaration against imperialism how would 
that affect you?’

STRUGGLE SEEMS NEAR AN END 


Nine tnousand workingmen are busy. to- 
day on the construction of buildings in Chi- 
cago, in spite of the four months’ stubbern 


contest, as yet unfinished, between the Con 


tractors’ council and the Building Trades 
council. Six thousand of the 9,000 belong to - 
unions affiliated with the Building Trades 
council. Of these at least 5,000 are employed 
by contractors who are members of the 
Building Contractors’ council. The other 
1,000 are working for contractors who recog- 
nize the Bullding Trades council and have 
signed agreements with the various unions 
affiliated with it. 

Three thousand non-union building work- 
men are at work in the city. Many of them 
are employed side by side with members of 
the unions, who formerly picketed buildings 
on which they worked, and assaulted them 
as they left their work. The men seem on 
friendly terms now, however, and all appar- 
ently are equally free from fear of assault 
by pickets. 

All of the men at work are receiving the 
Same rates of wages. These wages range 
from $4 a day, the pay of bricklayers, ten 
fitters, gasfitters, plumbers, and other 


“All Men Ready to werk 


sume work today and announce that they 
would employ all who would apply for work, 
it is declared that they would have no trou- 
ble in securing all the men needed, and that 
a majority of these men would be menibers 
of the unions affiliated with the Building 
Trades Council, most of whom would not 
violate the rules of their unions. They would 
stick to their unions and obey their officers, 
The officers, however, refuse to deny them 
the right to work for the contractors, Ine 
deed, they at it, | 

Some st ts of the strike situation con- 
tend that in this situation is shown the 
gradual solving of the great problem that 
has perplexed the city. Others argue, how- 


ever, that it would not do to allow the diffi. 


culties to adjust themselves in this way, be- 
cause it is a. slow way oyt and ultimately 
would be unsatisfactory to both contractors 
and laboring men.

Is Admitted by Business Agents, 


Business agents admit that their men are 
violating the rules. “Of course, men are 
working for the contractors,” said George 
P. Gubbins, President of the Bricklayers 
and Stonemasons’ union. “They flave to 
work, and we won't interfere with them as 
long as they do the square thing by the 
union.“ 

Other business agents tacitly admit that 
their men are at work under the contractors’ © 
rules, but declare that if such is the cage 
it “has not been brought to our attention,” 

Contractors tell of cases where men Whe 
were employed by them before the strike 
have returned to work without questioning 
their employers in regard to the enforce. 
ment of rules. Some of these men are work- 
ing under non-union foremen. William 
Grace of Grace & Hyde, for whom thirty 
union men are at work, said: 

The men are hard up, and their business 
agents realize this, and allow them to go e 
work. The men seem not to object to work. 
ing with non-union men. They seem to be 
satisfied with the wages paid them. The 
number of union men who are working with 

on- union men increases daily.”

Permission to Work Given Recently, 


It is but recently that the union weg 
bers have been allowed to work with the 
non-union men. Up to one month ago any 
union man who was found to be at work for 
a member of the Building Contractors’ coun 
cil was punished by the infliction of a se 
vere fine. If a man was working with nom 
union men he was likely to suffer bodily 
injury. But when the men at work wera — 
given adequate police protection these % > 
saults finally ended. After the workingmen 
became convinced that picketing would noe 
longer be a success, and that non-union men 
were safe while at work, desertions from the 
unions became numerous, 

Finally, in order to prevent these deser- 


tions, the business agents let it de under 


stood that their men were at liberty to work 
under the contractors’ rules, and began t6 


issue permit cards.” These permitted man” 


to work under contractors’ rules and with 
non-union men, under the condition thas 


each pay a certain sum of money inte the 


treasury of his union to support the mane 
bers not at work. Among the unlonsathat 
have issued these cards are the Plumbers’ 
and Sheet Metal Workers’ unions. 

Some of the non-union men now are even 
able to save more money than the others, 
who are obliged to turn over a portion of 
their wages pach week to support their fel- 
low-members who are unable to get work, or 
who are unwilling to work for members o£ 
the Building Contractors’ council.

A DISTRICT JUDGE IN 
FACE OF HARD FIGHT. 


United States Federal Bench of 
Western New York at Buffalo—State 


— 
New York, June 6.— [Special. I— The con- 
nrmation last night by the Untted States Sen- 
ate of the appointment of John R. Hazel to 
be United States District Judge for the 
Western District of New York was not ac- 
complished without strong opposition. Many 
lawyers of western New York objected to 
the appointment of Hagel and voiced their 
sentiments in letters which were submitted 
to the Bar association in this city. The 
Lake Carriers’ association. was also said to 
be opposed to Hazel, while a number of Re- 
* newspapers here and in western 
ew York carried on a campaign against his 
confirmation. The Bar association of New 
York, after hearing testimony for and 
against Mr. Hazel, adopted the report of the 
Committee on Judiciary Nominations de- 


| claring Hazel unfit to be a federal Judge. 


The principal charge against Mr. Hazel 
was his connection with the sale of the 
yacht Enquirer to the United States gov- 


The. yacht belonged to W. J. Conners, pro- 
prietor of the Buffalo Courier. It was sold 
to the government for $80,000, which fs de- 
clared to be largely in excess of its real 
value, the yacht be now on sale for 
$25,000. Hazel had admitted under oath 
that he received $5,000 for selling the yacht 
to the government ‘for $80,000. 

Besides this charge it was contended by 
those who opposed Hazel’s confirmation that 
he had little experience in any kind of law, 
and practically none at all in admiralty, 
which is so much used at a port like Buffalo. 

| Fight Made in Buffalo. 

_ Buffalo, N. Y., June 6.—(Special.]—John R. 
Hazel was the machine boss in Erie County 
and his appointment and confirmation were 
opposed by George E. Matthews, editor of 
the Buffalo Express, who was the original 
McKinley man in this locality in 1896. Hazel 
had secured what Senator Depew pronounced 
to de the most remarkable indorsements he 
had ever seen, and both he and Senator Piatt 
worked hard to secure Hazel’s appointment.

The confirmation of Hazel as Judge ot 
unanimous, It is said the fight against him 
was managed outside of the Senate almost 
exclusively, and that few Senators took 
proper interest in the case considering the 
Fravity of the charges made. The Senate, 
however, has not usually paid attention to 
charges of incompetence, provided a man is 
fairly equipped for his office. Senators hold 
that the President is responsible for the 
character of his appointees, and that the 
| Senate is bound to confirm unless the candi- 
date is proved to be glaringly incompetent or 
pf actual bad character, In this case, how- 
ever, Hazel was strongly indorsed by both 
Senators and &is home Congressmen, while 
the objections as to his competence came 
from the New York Bar association at the 
other end of the State. The sale of the yacht 
Enquirer was barely mentioned in the Sen- 
ate. It was generally agreed that while this 
transaction reflected no credit either on the 
‘government or on the owner of the yacht, 
Hazel, as an attorney for the owners, was 
fairly entitled to his commission on the 
sale.

Mr. Reed appeared not in person, 
but in his new capacity as a woman's club 
parliamentarian. He sent in two contradic- 
tory opinions, and the delegates decided that 
he was becoming facetious with them. He 
endeavored to support two sides to a contro- 
versy with equal warmth, and Mrs. Lowe 
ruled that he could mot be accepted as an 
authority. 

Mr. Reed's alleged duplicity was alscov- 
ered when the women began their debate 
upon reconstruction. The committee ap- 
pointed to bring in a report upon reorganiza- 
tion had brought in two. The majority re- 
port was against the change, and the minor- 
ity report was for it.

For two hours in the morning and for 
two hours in the afternoon the delegates 
debated upon reconstruction, and then, car- 
riages being ready for the afternoon drive 
about Milwaukee, they adjourned to con- 
tinue the consideration tomorrow. 

The constitutional question topped every 
topic which had -concerned the federation. 
The color line contentions paled before it 


and the delegates forgot that there was to, 
be an election of officers. Asa result of the 


four hours’ debate it was evident that the 
federation will not change its method of 
representation. The individual club will 
continue to be the unit. There was a five- 
minute limit on speeches, but the majority 
of women reached their final periods with- 
— interruption from the gavel. They spoke 
idly, clearly, and without hesitation.

federation shall consist of women’s clubs, 
State federations, national societies, and 
kindred organizations, the two latter to be 
admitted on the basis of individual clubs.“
